Bin  :  A  wruot  preached  by  the  clergy¬ 
man  w  bo  vfllclklM  at  tba  Baptist 
Church,  |iu(4l«k«d  la  tba  Citizen  of  Hay 
111,  contains  tba  following  ratuarkabla 
statement : 

•  So  man  wboaa  religious  beliefs  blud 
blui  la  alleglaaoa  flrat  ami  foremost  aad 
forsver  to  tbS  dictates  of  tbs  1  rlest, 
bishop,  or  pops  oaa  bs  a  good  cltlasa  In 
this  or  aay  other  country.  Roman 
Catholics  are  bound  under  tbs  awful 
fear  of  sxoommualcaUon  from  the  rites 
of  the  Church  to  exercise  tbslr  rights 
as  citlxsns  as  they  are  directed  and  bid¬ 
den  by  tbs  bisraeby.  And  they  do  thus 
act  no  matter  what  the  consequences  to 
the  country,  or  even  to  tbs  political 
party  to  which  by  personal  preference 
they  art  altled.'’

ELECTRIC  RAILROADS. 

The  question  of  permitting  tbs  Intro¬ 
duction  tn  this  town  of  the  trolley  sys¬ 
tem  of  street  railway  locomotion  Is  one 
over  which  there  is  a  division  of  aentl- 
msut.  ’  The  question  has  been  discussed 
In  public  meeting  and  arguments  ou  both 
sides  advanced.  The  urgumeut  against 
the  trolley  Is  a  strong  aud  sound  one. 

The  system  la  a  dangerous  one.  The 
franchises  ashed  for  by  the  corporations 
are  valuable,  and  it  does  not  seem  proper 
to  baud  them  over  without  fair  compen¬ 
sation. 

A  specious  argument  ulso  enters  in  to 
any  discussion  of  the  street  railway 
question.  Street  curs  are  represented 
as  a  poor  man’s  luxury,  ogfcettlng  the 
eoacbea  and  carriages  of  the  rich. 

Shrewd  manipulators  take  advantage 
of  the  susceptibility  of  the  poor  man  to 
Imagine  that  the  rich  are  opposed  to 
etreet  railways  and  airy  vots  ou  tbs  ques¬ 
tion  In  a  public  meeting  la  inure  or  jess 
Influenced  by  this  sophistry.  But  aside 
from  sentlrosnt  and  sophistry  there  are 
many  practical  men  who  realize  that 
electricity  zs  a  propelling  power  for 
street  railroads  has  come  to  star.  That 
It  Is  going  to  universally  applied  aud 
that  any  opposition  to  It  will  be  eventu¬ 
ally  overcoind  by  those  who  bava  In  other 
towus  enjoyed  Its  advantage#  ovar  burse 
power.  Trolley  cars  are  more  speedy  aud 
more  comfortable  thuu  horse  cara.  The 
oontraat  can  be  readily  ex|»erieuCed  by  a 
journey  to  Orange  over  the  Buburban 
Traction  Company  s  line.  Horae  cars  are 
used  between  Bay  A  venue  and  tbs  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  Viable.  From  that  point 
to  Orange  the  trolley  cars  are  uaed.  A 
change  for  t.be  better  is  at  once  notice¬ 
able,  and  but  very  few  puasengers  have 


desire  for  a-eoatfuimu*  trolley  system  Is 
dangerous  no  doubt.  But  thousands  of 
dollars  paid  out  In  settling  damug* 
claims  la  stimulating  traction  companies 
— of  ttto 

danger  and  reducing  It  to  amlolmuu.

tbe  granting  of  the  appli¬ 
cation  on  terms  very  favorable  to  the 
Company.  Tba  following  are  some  of 
the  coqditlons  to  which  t  ns  Company  has 
acknowledged  Its  readiness  to  consent. 
The  wires  to  be  strung  along  poles  placed 
under  tbs  supervision  of  lbs  Township 
Committee.  The  poles  to  tie  either  Iron, 
steel  or  wood  as  the  Committee  shall 
prefer,  and  to  lie  placed  one  hundred 
and  twenty-live  feet  apaik,  except  at 
turnouts.  Head  lights,  gongs  anu  Ills 
saving  devisee  are  part  of  the  equipment 
of  the  cars.  Ten  in  lies  an  hour  is  the 
maximum  limitation  of  *|>eed.  The  rale 
of  fare  shall  be  five  cents,  and  transfer 
tickets  are  to  be  good  on  all  lines  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  company  in  Hast  Orange,  Or¬ 
ange,  West  Orange,  Montclair  and  Mouth 
Oraaga,  thus  giving  a  ten  mile  rtde  for 
live  cents.  Cars  are  to  lie  run  between 
tble  town  and  Orange  every  fifteen  min¬ 
utes  between  tbe  hours  <>f  fi  A.  M.  and  10 
p.  M. 

The  compensation  offered  by  the  Com¬ 
pany  (pr  tbe  franchise  Is  as  follows : 

One  hundred,  and  fifty  dollars  per  an¬ 
num  for  even  mile  of  track  operated 
within  tbe  towgMhip  for  a  period  of  live 
years  from  January  1,  I  *95  to  January  1, 
1900.  These  buudi.  d  aud  fifty  dollars 
per  mile  from  Januar  y  1,  1906;  aad  four 
hundred  aad  fifty  dollars  par  mils  after 
January  1,  1010,  This  latter  sum  to  be 
tbe  maximum  limit.  The  company  also 
agrees  to  tbe  uiual  general  terms  mist¬ 
ing  to  tbe  construction  of  the  mad.  and 
alee  agrees  to-npiinkle  t  racks  la  dry  and 
duaty  weather. 

There  la  oaa  very  essential  petat,  how¬ 
ever,  te  whlth  tbe  company  does  not 
agree,  and  wucb  It  declares  If  It  be  In¬ 
sisted  on  It  does  not  want  tha  franchise 
—that  la  the  extension  of  the  road  to 
Brush  dele.  To  be  of  material  aad  finan¬ 
cial  benefit  to  this  town,  the  tseehs ought 
to  go  to  BroMdale.  It  would  develop 
and  bring  closer  to  the  Centra  n  remote 
section  of  tb$  township.  Of  course  It  Is 
obvious  that  to  extend  tbe  treoks  to 
Brookdale  would  more  than  doubla  tbe 
•mount  of  fioease  fee  the  compaay  will 
be  oelled  uWttb  to  pay  on  Its  present 
mileage.  That,  however,  Is  a  point  for 
compromise.  Tbe  line  beyond  Bay 
Avenue  will  not  be  renumerative  for 
some  time,  and  probably  should  not  be 
subjeoted  to  tbe  same  embargo  as  from 
Bay  Aveoua  aoutbward.  Brookdale, 
howsvsr,  offer#  a  fine  field  for  develop¬ 
ment,  and  railway  communication  with 
that  portion  of  tbe  town  la  sorely  seed- 
fid,  * 

Taking  It  for  granted  that  tba  Intro¬ 
duction  of  tbe  trolley  system  Is  a  fore 
gone  coaolaaion,  It  now  remains  to  make 
tba  moat  advanthgeous  use  of  It  possi¬ 
ble,  and  tba  bringing  of  tba  axtremes  of 
tba  township  In  close  connection  with 
tbe  Centre  seems  to  tie  one  of  tbe  most 
beneficial  results  derivable  from  It. 


obvious.  Lest  some  who  may  not  de¬ 
vote  muck  thought  to  tbs  true  position 
of  Catholics  la  exerclsiug  tbelr  right  of 
franchise  should  aocspt  an  erroneous 
Impression  calculated  to  be  given  In  the 
Baptist  clergyman's  sermon,  your  kind 
permission  la  requested  for  tbe  Inser¬ 
tion  of  some  extracts  touching  on  tbe 
questlou  of  civil  aad  religious  liberty 
from  a  Catholic  standpolut,  and  It  Is 
also  desirous  to  attract  attention  to  the 
fact  that  civil  aad  religious  liberty  la  a 
sentiment  that  Catholics  dare  read 
about,  think  about,  and  express  with 
out  fear  of  excommunication,  aad  if  the 
occasion  demands  It  will  stand  up  for  l 
defiance  of  excommunication.  As  thla  Is 
Intended  os  a  Catholic  statement  of  tbe 
case  tbs  testimony  of  Catholics  will 
be  given  In  evidence.  Cardinal  Gibbons 
thus  defines  civil  and  religious  liberty  : 

“A  man  enjoys  religious  liberty  when 
be  possesses  the  free  right  of  worship¬ 
ping  Gyd  according  to  tbe  dictates  of  u 
light  conscience,  and  of  practising  a 
form  of  religion  most  tn  accordance 
with  bis  duties  to  God.  This  religious 
liberty  is  tba  true  right  of  every  mao. 

"A  man  enjoys  civil  liberty  whan  be 
Is  exempt  from  tbe  arbitrary  will  of 
others,  and  when  be  Is  governed  by 
equitable  laws  established  for  tbe  gen¬ 
eral  welfare  of  society.  80  long  as  in 
common  with  bin  fellow  citizens  be 
observes  tbe  laws  of  tbs  Mute,  any  ex¬ 
ceptional  restraint  Imposed  upon  him  In 
the  exercise  of  hie  rights  as  s  citizen  Is 
so  far  so  Infringement  ou  his  civil  liber¬ 
ty." 

"The  Catholic  Church."  tbe  Cardlnul 
asserts,  '‘bn#  always  toeu  the  zealous 

promoter  of '  fuHgtoue  and  rtrft  Hberty." 

Iu  support  of  bla  proposition  he  cites  the 

following  historical  evidence : 

"Tbe  k  rant  set  bwlwarh  of  civil  liberty 
is  the  famous  Magna  CbarU.  It  in  the 
foundation  not  only  of  British,  but  also 
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of  person  aud  estate,  as  amply  aa  ever 
auy  people  In  any  place  of  tbe  world. 
Tbe  disfranchised  frlfnda  of  Prelacy 
from  Massachusetts  and  the  Purltpae 
from  Virginia  were  welcomed  to  equal 
liberty  of  conscience  and  political  rights 
iu  the  Roman  Catholic  province  of 
Maryland. ’  Hi 

Five  years  Inter,  when  the  Puritaag 
gained  the  ascendency  tn  Maryland,  they 
were  guilty  of  tbe  Infamous  lugratltude 
of  disfranchising  the  very  Cathollo 
tiers  by  whom  they  bad  been  so 
pltably  entertained.

In  tbe  cause  of  one  Ameriaao  Indepen¬ 
dence.'  .  What  shall  I  aay  of  Charles 
Carroll  of  larrolltoa,  who,  at  tbe  risk  of 
sacrificing  bla  rich  estates,  signed  the 
Declaration  of  Independence;  of  Bev. 
John  Carroll,  afterwards  the  first  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Baltimore,  who;  with  his  cou¬ 
sin  Charles  Carroll  and  Benjamin  Frank¬ 
lin,  was  seut  by  Congress  to  Canada  to 
secure  tbe  co-operation  of  tbe  people  of 
that  province  In  tkn  struggle  for  liberty; 
of  Kosciusko,  Lafayette,  Pulaski,  aud 
s  boat  of  other  Catholic  heroes  who 
labored  so  effectually  in  the  name  glori¬ 
ous  cause?  American  patriots  without 
number  the  Church  bps  uursi 
bosom  ;  a  traitor  saver. 

"The  father  of  his  country  was  not 
unmindful  of  these  cervices.  Shortly 
utter  his  election  to  tbe  Presidency,  re¬ 
plying  to  an  address  of  bis  Catholic 
fellow-cltl/.ena,  he  uses  the  following 
language  presume  that  your  ftfltow- 
cltlzena  will  not  forget  tbs  patrlotlo  part 
which  you  took  In  tbe  accomplishment 
of  tbelr  revolution,  and  the  establish' 
uieut  of  tbelr  government ;  or  the  Im¬ 
portant  assistance  they  received  from  a 
natloa  In  which  the  Homau  Catholic 
faith  ta-priifessed.’ 

"And  the  Catholics  of  our  generation 
have  nobly  emulated  the  patriotism  aad 
tbe  spirit  of  toleration  exhibited  by 
their  ancestors.  They  can  neither 
be  accused  of  disloyalty  or  of  In¬ 
tolerance  to  tbelr  dissenting  brethren 
In  more  than  one  Instance  of  our  na¬ 
tion's  history,  our  oburohes  have  been 
desecrated  aud  burned  to  the  ground; 
our  oonveuts  have  been  Invaded  and  de¬ 
stroyed  ;  our  clergy  have  been  exposed 
to  Insult  and  violence.  These  Injuries 
have  been  Inflicted  upon  us  by  lucendl- 
ary  mobs  animated  by  hatred  uf  PatKo. 
Ik  Ism.  Yet,  In  splto-  of  these  provo¬ 
cations,  our  Cathollo  citizens,  though 
wieldlng.an  immense  numerical  Influence 
In  the  localities  where  they  suffered, 
have  never  retaliated.  It  Is  In  a  spirit 
of  just  pride  that  wa  can  affirm  that 
hitherto  in  tba  United  States  no  Protes¬ 
tant  house  of  worship  or  educational 
Institution  has  been  destroyed,  nor 
violence  offered  to  a  Protestant  minister, 
by  those  who  profess  the  Catholic  faith. 
God  grant  that  such  may  always  be  our 
record. 

"But,  thank  God,  we  live  In  a  country 
where  liberty  ol  conscience  Is  respected, 
and  where  Hie  civil  constitution  hold* 
over  ua  the  wgls  of  her  protect!* 
without  inlei  meddling  with  ecclesiastl-, 
cal  affair*.  From  my  heart,  I  say 
A  merlon,  »uk  nU  thy  faults,  1 
hMII.  Am?  perhaps  at  this  moment 
Is  no  ual  i'io  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
where  the  Church  la  leee  trammelled, 
where  she  hue  more  liberty  to  car

John  lionshsu  la  a  resident  of  Orange, 
well  known  |p  tbe  peile*  of  Hast 
Orange  and  Oraugc,  who  very  much  pre¬ 
fer  to  arrest  auy  other  man  Ihsu  Mr. 
Monshsu.  The  latter  has  been  wauled 
far  some  time  on  a  charge  of  larceny  and 
receiving.  Tbe  police  apparently  uouhl 
not  or  were  afraid  to  arrest  tbe  msu.  Ou 
Wednesday  Constable  George  H.  Grlfliu, 
the  well-known  manager  of  the  Watseas- 
Ing  Bass-ball  Club,  who  is  employed  Iu 
the  Sheriffs  office  was  despatched  to  Fast 
Orange  with  orders  to  arrest  Monahan. 
It  was  a  nerve-testing  job,  but  Constable 
Griffin  was  equal  to  the  occasion.  The 
constable  bad  a  capias  for  Monuhau's 
arrest,  and  accompanied  by  Detective 
Bell  of  East  Orange,  they  weut  to  the 
blacksmith  shop  where  Mouabun  was 
employed. 

Bell  aud  Rausley  weut  Into  the  shop 
and  apprised  the  man  that  he  was  under 
arrest.  He  appeared  to  be  s  mild  man, 
and  when  he  asked  If  he  might  get  his 


hat  the  officers  granted  him  the  desired 
permission.  But  Monahan  at  ouce  made 
a  run  for  the  door  aud  out  Into  a  small 
allay,  where  he  was  overtaken  by  Con¬ 
stable  Griffin. 

Monahan  resisted,  and  over  and  over 
In  the  dust  tbs  constable  and  Monubuu 
rolled,  but  the  affair  was  brought  to  u 
sudden  termination  by  the  arrival  of  the 
other  officers.  The  prisoner  was  brought 
to  the  Court-house,  where  he  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  the  charge.

England.  Turning  to  uur 
country,  I  point  to  the  Mint*  of 
Maryland  aa  the  cradle  of  civil  aud 
religious  liberty.  Lest  I  should  t>e  sus¬ 
pected  of  being  too  pat  tial  Iu  praise  of 
Maryland  toleration,  I  take  all  my  his¬ 
torical  facta  from  Bancroft,  a  New  Eug- 
laud  Protestant  clergyman. 

"Leonard  Calvert,  the  brother  of 
I*>rd  Baltimore  and  the  k-adei  of  the 
Catholic  colony,  having  sailed  from  Eng 
land  In  It)*  Ark  and  the  /lore,  reached 
bla  destination  on  the  Potomac  In  March, 
1U34.  Tbe  Catholics  took  quiet  |>oe8**- 
slou  of  tba  little  piece,  aud  religious 
liberty  received  a  home,  0*  only  bom*  tn 
tbe  wide  world,  at  tbe  bumble  village 
which  bore  tha  name  of  8t.  Mary's. 

"But  far  more  memorable  was  the 
chaiacter  of  the  Maryland  Institutions 
Every  other  country  In  tbe  world  had 
persecuting  laws;  but  through  tbe  be¬ 
nign  administration  of  tbe  government 
of  that  province,  no  person  professing 
to  believe  la  Jesus  Christ  was  permitted 
to  be  molested  on  account  of  religion. 
U  nder  tbe  munificence  and  superintend 
Ing  mildness  of  Lord  Baltimore,  a  dreary 
wilderness  was  eooa  quickened  with  the 
swarming  llfa  aad  activity  of  prosperous 
settlements;  the  Roman  Catholics  who 
wars  oppressed  by  tbe  laws  of  England 
ware  sure  te  Bad  a  peaceful  asylum  In 
the  quite  harbors  of  tbe  Chesapeake; 
and  there,  too,  Frotemtant *  wr*  eheltrreH 
against  Protestant  intolerance. 

"Ever  Intent  on  advancing  tbe  later 
seta  of  bis  eotooy,  Lord  Baltimore  In¬ 
vited  the  Puritans  of  Massachusetts  to 
emigrate  to  Maryland,  offering  them 
landa  and  privileges  and  free  liberty  of 
religion. 

"On  the  2d  of  April,  HM9,  tbe  Oeneral 
Assembly  of  Maryland  passed  tbe  follow 
Ing  act,  which  will  reflect  unfading 
glory  on  that  State  as  long  as  liberty  Is 


government  aid  to  build  our  ohu 
or  to  pay  tbe  salary  at  our  clergy; 
the  government  may  then  begin  to 
tat*  to  u*  wbat  doctrine  we  ought 
preach.  And  In  proportion  aa  eta] 
patronage  would  Increase,  the  sym 
thy  and  aid  of  tbe  faithful  W'»uM  dlml: 
Isb.” 

Ill  the  North  American  Rericv  for  Ms, 
George  Put  sons  Latbrop  writes  as  fol 
Iowa :  "Heme  aaaume  to  regard  Catholic 
hk  anemic*  of  popular  free  education  a 
aa  disloyal,  or  Incapable  of  loyalty,  to 
th*  United  States.

Advancing  toward  tbe  Archbishop 
with  forefinger  outstretched,  Mr.  Cock- 
ran  declared  with  fervor  that  he  would 
acoept  the  teaching*  of  the  Church  froia 
the  Archbishop  with  the  utmost 
reverence,  as  befitted  a  arm  of  tbe 
Church  "But  abould  tbe  day  ever 
com*  (Mr.  Coclrraa'a  voice  rose  until  It 
echoed  through  the  big  hall,  and  be  wae 
so  clos*  to  tbe  Archbishop  that  tbe  out¬ 
stretched  forefinger  almost  touched  bte 
nose]  when  from  p  Catholic  pulpit  you 
utter  one  word  hoeltlle  to  tbe  Integrlt, 
of  this  Government,  I  tell  you  that 
such  laagiinge  falls  from  your  lips 
will  be  berctloal.
